‘Very worrying development”, but he believed it 
was a short-term blip. 

The pension fund was worth about £2.6bn in 
mid-July, with approximately £2bn of that in 
equity - stocks and shares. 

“We’re probably looking at the value of the equi¬ 
ty holding we had in the fund dropping by some¬ 
thing in the region of 10 per cent,” he said. 

“It’s definitely something that’s very concerning 
to us, we’re very much on the ball with the man¬ 
agers and committee to be alert to what is happen¬ 
ing. .. but we’ve seen events like this before and 
we know that subsequent to them, markets do 
bounce back very strongly” 

Mr Vickers said the scale of losses will be dis¬ 
cussed at a meeting of the scheme’s superannua¬ 
tion committee in September. 

‘We’ll review if there’s any action that we need 
to take,” he said. 

The committee is made up of county councillors, 
a Medway councillor, district councillors and pen¬ 
sioner, union and staff representatives. 

Mr Vickers emphasised that the average 
returns on equities during the last three years 


had been very strong - 18 per cent per annum. 

“I think this is a short-term market correction. 
We will ride this out.” 

He added that pensions already being paid out 
were guaranteed by law 

London’s FTSE 100 and the index of leading UK 
shares both dipped in the wake of the US sub¬ 
prime mortgage crisis. The sector offered higher- 
risk loans to people with a poor credit history 

A growing number of borrowers have defaulted 
on their loans, not least due to rising interest 
rates in the US, with a widespread knock-on 
effect on markets around the world. 

Chancellor Alistair Darling said on Friday that 
Britain’s economy should be able to weather the 
financial storm. 

“The UK economy is strong and stable,” he said. 
“The global economy is also strong at this time. 

‘We have built over the last 10 years a very 
strong economy which has withstood shocks in 
the past and we should have confidence in it in 
the future.”

IMp may gain disgraced MEP’s seat 


THE UK Independence Party 
could regain a seat in the 
European Parliament belonging 
to an MEP it fired three years ago. 

Ashley Mote, 71, who was elect¬ 
ed as a Ukip MEP for the South 
East in 2004, was convicted 
on Friday of 21 charges of fraud, 
following a four-week trial. 

The-father-of-two was found 
guilty of eight charges of false 


accounting, eight of obtaining a 
money transfer by deception, 
four of evading liability and one 
of failing to notify a change of cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Mote began claiming income 
support, housing and council tax 
benefits after a business of his 
collapsed in 1989, but failed to 
tell the authorities when he 
started to earn money through 


different enterprises. 

He received £73,000 in benefits 
between February 1996 and 
September 2002, Portsmouth 
Crown Court heard. 

A date for sentencing is yet to 
be set. 

Nigel Farage, leader of Ukip, 
told Kent on Sunday that if Mote 
was jailed the party would be 
given back his seat. 


Ukip sacked him after discov¬ 
ering the court charges pending 
against him and he became an 
independent MEP. 

Mr Farage said MEPs’ seats 
revert to the party under 
which they were elected if they 
are jailed. 

“Hopefully, Mr Mote will short¬ 
ly be replaced with a Ukip MEP 
for South East England.”

AN Army officer cadet who suffered multi¬ 
ple injuries in a mystery fall at Sandhurst 
military academy is to marry her boyfriend 
after he proposed at her bedside. 

Amii Calway, 22, from Dover, is believed 
to have fallen from a second floor window in 
the early hours of August 13 - just before 
she was due to graduate as an officer in the 
Royal Corps of Signals. 

She was taken to Frimley Park Hospital, 
Surrey, in a critical condition and a male 
officer cadet was arrested and questioned 
by police on suspicion of attempted mur¬ 
der. 

It emerged this week that her boyfriend 
David Freeman, proposed to the former 
Dover Girls’ Grammar School pupil at her 
bedside and she accepted. Mr Freeman, 25, 
received the Sword of Honour this week - 
given to the most outstanding cadet on each 
course. 

The 25-year-old cadet arrested by police 
has been released on bail. On Friday, the 
Ministry of Defence Police were still wait¬ 
ing to formally interview Miss Calway 
about her fall. 

Another Aussie 
water company 

A UTILITY firm that supplies water to 
620,000 people in Kent could end up in 
Australian hands. 

Sydney-based infrastructure investment 
group Macquarie is planning a bid worth 
up to £4 billion for Southern Water, it has 
been reported. 

Southern Water, which has about 2,000 
staff, supplies water to more than one 
million households in Kent, Sussex, 
Hampshire and the Isle of Wight. It treats 
the sewerage of 1.4 million people in 
Kent. 

Macquarie headed up a consortium of 
investors to buy Thames Water last year 
for about £8bn from German power compa¬ 
ny RWE. 

Mid Kent Water, which supplies 580,000 
people, is already owned by the Australians 
- through Hastings Funds Management 
Ltd.

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Majority of MEPs 
want treaty vote 

Calls lor public to have 
sav in Ell referendum 


MOST Kent MEPs would like to 
see a referendum on the new EU 
reform treaty. 

The document, which was approved by 
European leaders in June, replaced the EU 
constitution, which was rejected after votes 
in France and Holland two years ago. 

Published in English for the first time 
this month, the 277-page treaty dropped 
the idea of an EU foreign minister, while 
Britain was given an opt-out on justice and 
human rights issues. 

But critics argue that the document is no 
different to the earlier constitution, except 
in name. 

A poll by Kent on Sunday showed that six 
of the South East’s 
10 MEPs are in 
favour of a referen¬ 
dum. 

Daniel Hannan, 

Tory MEP, prides 
himself on being the 
first person to call 
for a referendum on 
the European con¬ 
stitution. 

He claimed the 
EU reform treaty 
was no different 
and would give the 
European Union a 
head of state, for¬ 
eign office and 
diplomatic core, a 
legal system, as 
well as the “legal 

personality’ of a sovereign state, which 
would allow it to join the UN and negotiate 
treaties. 

The bottom line, he said, was that the 
Labour Government had promised a refer¬ 
endum in 2004 and 2005, so that pledge 
should be fulfilled. 

Niij Deva, another Tory MEP, described 
the treaty as an attempt at a “power grab”. 

He added: “The constitution - to give it its 
correct name - hands Brussels even more 
power over our day-to-day lives, from rules 
governing the hours we are allowed to work 
to our children’s education. 

“In substance, the treaty is identical to 
the constitution that was killed by France 
and buried by Holland through their 
national referenda.”

Independence Party, agreed. The Ukip 
leader, who lives in Downe, Bromley, said: 
‘We need a referendum, in order to prevent 
the formation of a mega-state with Britain 
embedded in it like a fly in a spider’s web.” 

Caroline Lucas, Green Party MEP, said a 
referendum was needed not only so the 
Government honoured its promise, but also 
to spark a “long-overdue” national debate 
about the future of the EU and Britain’s 
role in it. 

However, Peter Skinner, Labour MEP, 
said that Britain has never had a referen¬ 
dum to ratify an 
international 
treaty before and it 
was “ludicrous” to 
suggest one should 
be held over a 
treaty that only 
proposes “modest” 
changes. 

He added: 

“Britain has a long 
tradition as a par¬ 
liamentary democ¬ 
racy - like previous 
treaties, the pro¬ 
posed reform treaty 
should be scruti¬ 
nised, debated and 
voted on in the 
Houses of 

Parliament.” 

Sharon Bowles, Liberal Democrat MEP, 
said she would welcome a referendum in an 
“ideal world”, but believed it was impossi¬ 
ble. Rather than encouraging debate, the 
suggestion of a referendum had stifled it, so 
its ratification should be left to Britain’s 
Parliament, she said. 

A spokesman for the Foreign Office refut¬ 
ed claims that the reform treaty was the 
same as the EU constitution and said there 
would be no transfer of power away from 
the UK on “issues of fundamental impor¬ 
tance to our sovereignty’ 

He added: “In the British democratic sys¬ 
tem, Parliament is the right place for 
debate and decision.”

Still without broadband 


BRITISH Telecom has admitted that there 
are still ‘not-spots’ in Kent where people can¬ 
not receive broadband. 

That is despite spending millions of pounds 
to upgrade telephone exchanges across the 
county. 

One of the places where residents still can¬ 
not get the high-speed internet service is the 
village of Tilmanstone, near Dover. 

But Lisa Finn-Holden, vice-chairman of 
Tilmanstone Parish Council, said that she 
recently had someone from BT call and wrong¬ 
ly tell her that broadband was now available. 

“How many people signed up because it 
was a call from BT, thinking we now have 
broadband?” she asked. “I thought this was 


very poor of the company.” 

A spokeswoman for BT confirmed that 
broadband was still not available to people in 
Tilmanstone. She said the nearest exchange 
was too far away. 

“We check each line on its merits, but 
unfortunately we cannot provide broadband 
to this customer at this time. 

“We have spent millions of pounds in Kent 
upgrading all the county’s exchanges to 
deliver broadband and continue to strive to 
find solutions to the so-called ‘not-spots’.” 

The spokeswoman said it was currently too 
expensive to do the work necessary to allow 
Mrs Finn-Holden and other villagers to have 
broadband.

Why fast cars are 
bad for your ears 

MOTOR racing fans have been warned of the 
risks to their hearing of standing near a track 
for too long. 

With the British Touring Car Championship 
at Brands Hatch yesterday and today, a local 
hearing expert is alerting people to the dangers 
of prolonged exposure to the roar of the engines. 

The powerful engines of racing cars can pro¬ 
duce up to 120 decibels - 50 per cent higher 
than the 80 decibels recommended by the 
Health and Safety Executive, said Richard 
Hammond, hearing aid audiologist at 
Specsavers’ hearing centre in Orpington. 

He said people could protect their ears from 
noise exposure without spoiling the enjoyment. 

“Your ears can be damaged if exposed to loud 
noise for longer than 15 minutes, but this can 
be easily avoided if hearing protectors are fit¬ 
ted by a professional.” 

Murder victim 
‘knew his killers’ 

OFFICERS investigating the murder of a 45- 
year-old man in Ramsgate say he was 
attacked by people who knew him. 

Police are carrying out house-to-house 
inquiries and have called for witnesses to come 
forward. 

Wayne Greenidge, who was unemployed, was 
found collapsed on the ground on the 
Newington estate following the incident outside 
the Cheny Orchard pub on Monday at 7.40pm. 

He was taken to the Queen Elizabeth Queen 
Mother Hospital in Margate but later died of 
his injuries. 

Chief Superintendent Peter West said: “It 
appears Mr Greenidge was attacked by people 
who knew him.”

Keep litter i ns ide 
your vehicles 

IT costs £500,000 a year to clear litter from 
Kent roads. 

The Highways Agency said 1,000 tonnes 
a year are collected from country highways 
- the equivalent of 500 skips. 

The figures were released as the agency 
launched a campaign to fight the problem 
of motorists dropping litter across England. 

The Bag it, Bin it initiative is being backed 
by the Campaign to Protect Rural England. 

Drivers are being encouraged to put rub¬ 
bish in bins - rather than throwing it from 
car windows. 

Barry Westwood, of the South East 
Highways Agency, said: “Money spent on 
clearing litter thrown from vehicles could 
be better spent in reducing congestion and 
improving safety.” 


NEARLY 80 appeals were made 
last year against decisions to refuse 
children with learning difficulties a 
legal entitlement to special needs 
education, new figures show. 

Parents and schools appealed to a special tri¬ 
bunal after Kent County Council turned down 
their applications for a statutory assessment. 

These assessments are needed for children 
to be given a statement of special educational 
needs. 

Statements entitle special needs children to 
services such as access to special schools or 
units within mainstream schools, one-to-one 
teaching support or full-time assistance. 

The data shows that 79 appeals were made 
to the independent special educational needs 
and disability tribunal. 

Of these, 13 went to tribunal and 51 cases 
were agreed with parents or carers before a 
hearing. Fifteen parents or carers withdrew 
their appeal. Six of those that went to tribunal 
led to statutory assessments, resulting in five 
statements. 

Independent education advisor Peter Read, 
a former headmaster, said Kent has the high¬ 
est proportion of appeals to tribunal per head 
in the country, outside London. 

He said: “There is immense Government

pressure to keep the number of statements 
down. 

“As a result local authorities are also work¬ 
ing to keep the number of statements down 
and one consequence is there are a lot more 
parents applying to independent tribunals to 
resolve their problems,” Mr Read said. 

Each tribunal hearing costs the taxpayer 
between £2,500 and £4,500. 

The current government policy on special 
needs education is for inclusion, which means 
that most children with learning disabilities 
must be educated in mainstream schools. 

Trend 

KCC has said it bucks the trend nationally, 
by keeping as many special needs places as 
possible. 

Last year, there were 1,017 referrals for 
assessment in Kent. The county council issued 
613 new statements. 

According to the Times Educational 
Supplements, 20 per cent of UK primary 
school pupils wait more than two years for a 
statement. 

The Kent figures were obtained by Adam 
Holloway, the Conservative MP for 


Gravesham, whose constituent Sonia 
Gammon has been fighting to get a statement 
for her son, Brent. 

She has twins, who both have learning dis¬ 
abilities, but only one, Brad, has been able to 
get a statement. 

Mrs Gammon appealed against KCC’s deci¬ 
sion not to give Brent a statement in 
September last year. 

A hearing planned for December 2006 was 
cancelled and the case is now due to go before 
the panel in October this year. 

Mr Holloway said: “It is a big national prob¬ 
lem. For many children it is good they are in 
mainstream schools but they cannot address 
the needs of every child. 

“Everyone can see there are children in dan¬ 
ger of going really badly off the rails. 

“The cost to the country, not to mention the 
waste to their lives, is huge [just] to save 
money early on when they are nine or 10 years 
old.” 

A spokesman for KCC said: ‘We’re always 
very conscious that every child’s needs are dif¬ 
ferent and take our responsibility in law for 
identifying the best school for a child seriously. 
Many opportunities [exist] for parents to have 
their say about their child’s needs for support.”

A-levels are not always the answer 


MORE youngsters should be 
encouraged to take practical 
courses and apprenticeships 
instead of A-levels, according to a 
business leader. 

Frazer Thompson, chairman of 
the Kent branch of the Institute 
of Directors, said A-levels and 
university were not the right 
route for all students. 

Instead, they should be given 
greater encouragement to take 
more practical courses, which 
would help address the UK’s 
skills shortage, he said. 

“The solution to the country’s 
educational crisis is not A-levels. 
The solution is actually that not 
every child should need or want 


to go to university. 

“There are other forms of terti¬ 
ary education which would be 
more appropriate for some chil¬ 
dren, which are not well commu¬ 
nicated in schools.” 

Mr Thompson said rather than 
A-levels, more young people 
should do practical courses and 
apprenticeships after their 
GCSEs. 

He added: “What we want are 
young people who don’t necessar¬ 
ily want an academic life, but 
what they want is a practical life 
of making a positive contribution 
through business. 

“We’re finding that more chil¬ 
dren are not learning the basics 


of reading, writing and arith¬ 
metic and they’re disillusioned 
with the education system, they 
feel they’re failing. I think busi¬ 
ness can teach them that any¬ 
body can make it in business.” 

A-level results, which were out 
on Thursday, were up on last 
year, with one in four students 
achieving a grade A across the 
UK. 

Figures from the Joint Council 
for Qualifications showed the 
number receiving A grades in 
England, Wales and Northern 
Ireland had gone up 1.2 percent¬ 
age points from 24.1 per cent in 
2006 to 25.3 per cent this year. 

There was an overall percent¬ 


age rise in the number of grades 
A to E awarded - up 0.3 per cent, 
from 96.6 per cent to 96.9 per 
cent in 2007. 

Initial indications of results for 
thousands of pupils at Kent’s 
schools were “encouraging”, 
according to local education 
authorities. 

But for pupils whose results 
were not as good as predicted, 
help is at hand both from tutors 
and from Connexions Direct, who 
can be contacted on 080 800 
13219 or online at: www.connex- 
ions-direct.com.

TWINS who both gained five 
grade As at A-level have been left 
confused after only one of them won a 
university place. 

Tania and Mahua Bhaduri, 18, from 
West Mailing, who want to study med¬ 
icine, got As in biology, chemistry, 
French and mathematics at Tonbridge 
Grammar School for Girls. Tania also 
took psychology and Mahua studied 
geography. 

However, whereas Mahua was 
offered a place at Imperial College 
London, her sister will have to re-apply 
in 2008 after being turned down by 
universities including Oxford, Sheffield 
and Bristol. 

Their father Dr Bim Bhaduri, a con¬ 
sultant paediatrician at Maidstone 
Hospital, branded the system a “lot¬ 
tery”.

A DOCTOR stabbed to death in 
a frenzied knife attack in her 
driveway may have been stalked 
for days before her murder. 

Dr Victoria Anyetei, 53, was attacked as 
she climbed into her car in Teynham Road, 
Dartford, to go to work on Tuesday morning. 

Police believe the killer was lying in wait 
for the well-respected medic, who was a 
consultant paediatrician at St Thomas’ 
Hospital in London. 

At a press conference on Friday, officers 
revealed that the murderer may have visit¬ 
ed her house in Dartford before and 
watched her. 

Senior investigating officer Detective 
Chief Inspector Anne Brittain, speaking at 
an incident room set up for the murder in 
Chatham, said: “The attacker may have 
been to the house before. 

Watched 

“If she had been targeted for a reason we 
do not yet know, this has to be a considera¬ 
tion that her house had been watched. 

“Any sightings of anyone hanging around 
or strangers in that area would be of inter¬ 
est to us. 

She added: “If she was being targeted 
there is a possibility that her attacker was 
waiting for her to come out of the house. 

“It is not a through road so people would 
not be just walking through it. 

“If it was a random attack the person 
responsible may have been in the road for a 
particular reason or have a connection to 
that area.” 

The killer could have been on foot or using 
a car. They would have been covered in 
blood after the attack and may have been 
cut or scratched in the struggle, said police. 

One possibility being looked at is that she 
was targeted by a former patient or their 
family. 

But police have not ruled out that it was 
a random attack by a crazed knifeman. 

Detectives believe the murder took place 
at 7.30am after neighbours heard a car 
horn. Her body was found in the front seat 
of her silver Toyota Avensis by her teenage 
son at 10.30am.

tribute to a “dedicated mother and loving sis¬ 
ter”. 

They said: (t We are very shocked and upset 
and feel a great loss. Victoria was a very kind- 
hearted and helpful woman who was a dedi¬ 
cated mother and loving sister. She was loved 


deeply by all of us and will be terribly missed.” 

The team of 20 officers hunting the killer 
are keeping an “open mind” as to the motive.

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‘Eco city’ that 
will eat up our 
greenfield land 


THE TORIES have unveiled 
plans for a new “eco city’, pow¬ 
ered by renewable energy and 
complete with a “highly effi¬ 
cient” public transport system. 

A policy group chaired by the 
former Conservative cabinet min¬ 
ister John Redwood and Simon 
Wolfson, chief executive of the 
Next fashion group, said it should 
be built on land between the 
Docklands and Medway towns. 

But they admit their proposals 
for 100,000 more homes and 
three million square metres of 
extra commercial and industrial 
space could eat up some green¬ 
field land. 

A Conservative Party 
spokesman said: “It is widely 
recognised that the area of old 
industrial low-lying riverside 
land and some green territory 
that lies between the Docklands 
in the west and the Medway 
towns in the east offers the most 
scope for growth.” 

Tlie Tories said sea defences 
should be reinforced and tidal 
power could be harnessed to pro¬ 
vide power for new homes and 
businesses. 

But the Campaign to Protect 


Rural England described the 
report, which was commissioned 
by Tory leader David Cameron 
last year, as “confused and con¬ 
tradictory’. 

A CPRE spokesman said: “A 
number of its core recommenda¬ 
tions would have damaging 
environmental consequences, 
including for England’s precious 
and threatened countryside.” 

Cllr Glyn Griffiths, deputy 
leader of the Labour group on 
Medway Council, said: “This is 
another ridiculous suggestion 
from the Tories - building 
homes that, if this summer is 
anything to go by, will be under 
water in ten years.” 

Meanwhile, a think-tank has 
said that two million homes will 
have to be built on greenfield 
sites to meet Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown’s pledge to build 
three million houses by 2020. 

Peter Randall, managing 
director of Kent property 
experts RPC Land and New 
Homes, said: “There are not 
enough brownfield sites to 
accommodate housing targets 
and that leaves only one solution 
to build on greenfield land.” 
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New recycling 
targets are set 
with £4.5m deal 

KENT County Council has awarded major con¬ 
tracts worth £4.5million to waste management 
companies in a bid to drive up recycling targets. 

The authority has 18 household waste recy¬ 
cling centres run by private companies and 50 
per cent of the rubbish is currently being recy¬ 
cled. 

Its aim is to increase this amount to 60 per 
cent within five years to meet the Kent Waste 
Partnership strategy. 

The partnership was formed in April this 
year and is made up of Kent’s district and bor¬ 
ough councils that are responsible for collect¬ 
ing waste and KCC, which is responsible for 
disposing rubbish. 

It developed a strategy for how household 
waste in the county will be managed over the 
next 20 years. 

Three companies - Biffa Waste 
Management, based in Buckinghamshire, 
Verdant Waste Management, in Sevenoaks, 
and the John Slattery Partnership in Erith - 
have been given contracts for 12 of the centres. 

John Slattery and Biffa held previous con¬ 
tracts for KCC’s recycling centres. 

The council’s environment spokesman said: 
“Contracts are reviewed on a regular basis as 
part of KCC’s ongoing commitment to provide 
the best possible services to its residents. 

“These companies will be encouraged to 
increase the recycling figures with financial 
incentives and penalties if the recycling fig¬ 
ures do not meet targets. 

“The contractors will need to increase inter¬ 
action with the public at the site and staffing 
levels in order to achieve these aims.” 
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Crisis in prisons 

PRISON officers have voted to strike unless 
their pay demands are met. 

The Prison Officers’ Association (POA) is 
livid that a pay rise of 2.5 per cent in April, as 
proposed by an independent review board, was 
rejected by Whitehall. 

The Government instead offered a rise of 1.9 
per cent. 

Kent has more prisons than most other 
English counties. 

Colin Moses, national chairman of the POA 
said: “The morale of staff throughout England 
and Wales is at rock bottom. 

“Prisons are bursting at the seams, the level 
of assaults against staff has risen to more than 
eight a day and in turn the prisoner to staff 
ratio has also risen. 

“The Government must take action to restore 
the members’ confidence in their employer.” 

Choir goes home 

THE choir from the Milton Margai School for 
the Blind was due to return to Freetown today 
after a successful three-week fundraising tour 
of England and Wales. 

The choir played a memorable concert at 
Canterbury Cathedral at the end of last month. 

The concert, organised by Kent on Sunday, 
raised £3,000 for the pioneering school. 

KoS readers have this year helped support 
the country, which is the second least devel¬ 
oped in the world, with books and educational 
materials. 

Meanwhile, Sierra Leone’s landmark elec¬ 
tions last weekend were “generally well- 
administered, peaceful and competitive”, 
according to the European Union. 

But the EU urged patience in the wait for 
certified results and called on parties to 
resolve any disputes peacefully. 

A second round of presidential votes may be 
needed if no candidate emerges with 55 per 
cent of the total vote. 

The polls were the first since UN peacekeep¬ 
ers left the former crown colony two years ago 
after an 11-year-old rebel war. 


Sighs of relief after 
foot and mouth scare

FARMERS are hoping the region 
will be free of foot and mouth 
restrictions within weeks. 

Dairy farmer Stephen Furnival received 
the all-clear after tests for the disease on 
some of the 300 cattle he keeps at Romney 
Marsh came back as negative. 

Temporary control zones around his farm 
and another suspected outbreak at 
Chessington World of Adventures were lifted 
on Wednesday night. 

Fears were raised that foot and mouth had 
spread to Kent after the disease was con¬ 
firmed at a farm in Surrey on August 3. A ban 
was immediately brought in on all livestock 
movements across the whole of the UK. 

This week, however, Chief Veterinary 
Officer Debby Reynolds announced an easing 
of movement restrictions and a timetable for 
removing remaining red tape, as long as 
there are no further outbreaks. 

The South East branch of the National 
Farmers’ Union is optimistic that all restric¬ 
tions will be removed and livestock markets 
will be able to resume by September 10. 

Sandra Nichols, NFU South East’s senior 
food and farming adviser, said: “Farmers can¬ 
not afford to relax their guard but they can 
take heart from the latest developments. 

“It is extremely important for everyone

involved that we get back to normal as soon 
as possible to limit the damage this outbreak 
is causing.” 

Michael Howard, Tory MP for Folkestone 
and Hythe, said he was relieved to hear the 
farm in Romney Marsh had been given the 
all-clear. 

“I fully understand how devastating this 
disease is,” he said. 

“I must congratulate the farmer, Stephen 
Furnival, on his vigilance. It must have been 


of great concern to him when he discovered 
that three of his cows had developed symp¬ 
toms which were so similar to foot and 
mouth. 

“I share with Mr Furnival, his family and 
my other farming constituents the huge sigh 
of relief that the tests on his cattle did not 
prove positive.” 
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Manston training flights row 


Fl vinq restrictions removed from aviation authority document

A NUMBER of restrictions on 
training flights at Kent 
International Airport have 
been removed from official doc¬ 
uments of the aviation industry 
regulator. 

Infratil, the airport operator, reduced the 
number of conditions that appear on the 
Civil Aviation Authority’s pilot guide follow¬ 
ing an increase in traffic at the Manston 
airport. The company did not tell Thanet 
District Council of the changes. 

The controversial flights have been 
increasing in regularity according to resi¬ 
dents who say they are noisy, polluting and 
low flying. 

The revelation will increase the pressure 
on Thanet District Council to bring in 
enforceable regulations. 

Impunity 

Labour councillor Richard Nicholson, who 
lives in Ramsgate, said: “This is why it is so 
important the council gets its head out of 
the sand and starts meeting with Infratil to 
get this sorted out. 

“There are set routes designed to keep the 
flights away as much as possible from areas 
where people live. But they are ignoring the 
route completely and that is what people 
are so angry about. They seem to be doing 
it with impunity.” 

Flight activity and its impact on the sur¬ 
rounding environment is controlled by an 
agreement between the operators and the 
council, called a section 106. 

Thanet council chiefs say there are no 
restrictions on training flights in the docu¬ 
ment, but opposition councillors dispute 
this. 

Cllr Nicholson told Kent on Sunday the 
agreement must be renegotiated.

This week, two documents from the Civil 
Aviation Authority were passed to this 
newspaper. The first is dated December 
2005 and lists a number of conditions on 
training flights. 

It includes the following: “No training 
flights between 1800 and 0700 local; a max¬ 
imum of two hours training by any one air¬ 
craft in any one day. If operator wishes to 
fly for more than two hours, there must be 
a compulsory 30 minute period on the 
ground before commencing the second 
training detail; only one aircraft to use the 
aerodrome.” 

In the second document, dated February 
15 2007, these conditions are missing. 
Other more general conditions remain. 

The documents are headed “local traffic 
regulations” and come from the CAA’s 
Aerodrome Information for Manston. 

A statement from Matt Clarke, the gener¬ 
al manager of Kent International Airport, 
said: “This is an extract from a pilot infor¬ 
mation manual, not a CAA regulation. 

“The information is provided by airport 
management based on the airport’s opera¬ 
tional capability, which has increased con¬ 
siderably since December 2005. 

“Instead of having detailed guidelines in 
the pilot information manual, we believe it 
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is better to deal with each training request on 
its merits.” 

He said the airport was fully compliant with 
the section 106 agreement and strict proce¬ 
dures were applied to all traffic using the air¬ 
port. Training flights, he said, were a normal 
part of airport operations and were vital for 
airlines, pilots and traffic controllers. 

He said flight activity at Manston was “rela¬ 
tively low” at present, compared to airports 
like Gatwick. 

He added: “A thriving, successful airport is a 
major focal point, employer and economic con¬ 
tributor to any area and we hope to rely on 
local support as we work to attract new servic¬ 
es, which in turn will create jobs and encour¬ 
age inward investment.

The council said management and enforce¬ 
ment issues surrounding the section 106 
agreement will be discussed by the overview 
and scrutiny committee over the next year. 

Leader of Thanet District Council, Sandy 
Ezekiel, said: “The 106 agreement relating to 
KIA was entered into voluntarily by both 
sides, the council and the airport operators. 
Any renegotiation will be dependent on future 
development plans and we will keep the posi¬ 
tion under review.”

MICKEY Rooney, one of the 
greats of the golden age of 
Hollywood, comes to England for 
a series of shows later this month. 

The 86-year-old star, who has appeared in 
films with Judy Garland and Audrey 
Hepburn, will appear at Folkestone’s Leas 
Cliff Hall with his wife Jan, a singer, on 
Friday, August 31. 

Speaking from his home in Ventura 
County, California, Rooney revealed how he 
was building up to the dates. 

Still a great fan of the older movie clas¬ 
sics, he said he has been drawing inspira¬ 
tion from the silver screen, the countryside, 
remembering his life and achievements as 
well as rehearing new material. 

“We’re thrilled to be coming back to 
England,” he told Kent on Sunday 

“I was there in the war when I was a sol¬ 
dier and I loved the place then - still do. 

“English audiences certainly know how to 
have a good time. Recently I had the hon¬ 
our of meeting your Queen. It was at a 
reception in Washington DC. I asked to kiss 
her hand and of course she was charming.” 

Born in Brooklyn, New York, on 
September 23, 1920, Rooney made his 
debut on screen aged just 17 months. “It 
was a non-speaking part,” he added. 

A career during the golden age of 
Hollywood saw him perform alongside the 
legends of the movie world. 

He is credited with suggesting ‘Marilyn 
Monroe’ as a better name than Norma 
Jeane Mortenson for an actress he 
appeared with in a film called The Fireball. 


Hospitals’ poor 
hygiene shock 

VERMIN, food stored at dangerous temper¬ 
atures and staff with poor personal hygiene 
are some of the worrying problems found in 
hospital kitchens in Kent. 

Official inspection reports, released under 
the Freedom of Information Act, flag up 
cleanliness issues at the William Harvey 
Hospital in Ashford, Erith and District 
Hospital, Queen Mary’s Hospital at Sidcup 
and Whitstable and Tankerton Hospital. 

The NHS trusts responsible for the hospi¬ 
tals have sought to reassure patients that 
the problems have been addressed. 

Adult cockroaches were found in the 
kitchens at Ashford by inspectors last year 
and the 2007 report found more of the insects. 

The East Kent Hospital NHS Trust said 
the information was based on two out-of- 
date reports. 

The cockroaches were found in traps put 
down as a routine precaution and were 
dead, said the trust. 

Mice were found at Erith hospital’s tea¬ 
room, food handlers were found to have 
poor hygiene and the washbasins were not 
being used regularly inspectors found. 
Oxleas NHS Foundation Trust said the hos¬ 
pital was used as an outpatient clinic only 

At Queen Mary’s food was stored at wrong 
temperatures and “miscellaneous items” 
were found, which could contaminate food. 

The trust said kitchens are run by cater¬ 
ing contractors Aramark and plans have 
been put in place to address hygiene issues. 

At Whitstable and Tanketon hospital, a 
metal bin used for storing milk powder was 
found without an effective lid, which could 
lead to the growth of food poisoning bacte¬ 
ria, along with dirty equipment. 

Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary Care 
Trust said the problems had been rectified. 


Pair attempt 
abduction 

PARENTS and young people 
have been told to be vigilant 
after the attempted abduction of 
a 16-year-old girl in Tonbridge. 

Two men in a dark-coloured 
car tried to abduct the teen as 
she walked along Shipbourne 
Road last Sunday evening. 

The man in the driver’s seat 
shouted at her to get into the car 
as a man on the passenger side 
tried to grab her at around 11pm. 

Officers said there was a strug¬ 
gle as the girl tried to free herself 
from the grip of the man and a 
male jogger helped her get away 

Police asked for witnesses to 
come forward. 

Both men are white, in their 
early 20s, with local accents and 
smelt strongly of alcohol. 


You Ve got 
email stress 

EMAILS at work are increasing¬ 
ly seen as a source of stress, 
according to new research. 

A survey found 34 per cent 
said they felt stressed by the 
number of emails they received 
and felt compelled to stop what 
they were doing to answer them 
immediately 

More than half said they 
checked their email inboxes at 
least once an hour, while more 
than one third checked for new 
messages every 15 minutes. 

Dr Karen Renaud, of Glasgow 
University, said: “Email is an 
amazing tool, but it’s got out of 
hand. You want to know what’s in 
the message so you break off what 
you’re doing to read it - and 
you’ve lost your train of thought.”

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Hidden abuse 
of the elderly

A SHOCKING catalogue of 
abuse towards elderly people in 
care homes and hospitals has 
been revealed in a new report. 

A national inquiry by MPs and peers 
uncovered examples of bullying, incorrect 
use of medication, rough treatment and 
sexual assaults. 

The Joint Committee on Human Rights 
condemned the evidence of neglect, with the 
report declaring: “Elder abuse is a serious 
and severe human rights abuse which is 
perpetrated on vulnerable older people who 
often depend on their abusers to provide 
them with care. 

“Not only is it a betrayal of trust, it would 
also, in certain circumstances, amount to a 
criminal offence.” 

In May, Kent on Sunday revealed that of 
359 nursing and personal care homes 
inspected in the county, three had to have 
enforcement action taken against them, 30 
were rated ‘poor’ and 106 were rated as 
merely ‘adequate’. 

The figures, which were provided by the 
Commission for Social Care Inspection 
(CSCI), led the charity Age Concern to 
claim standards at Kent’s care homes were 
“just not good enough”. 

This week’s report found that on average, 
UK care homes failed to meet 21 per cent of 
national standards. 

It unearthed evidence of breaches includ¬ 
ing staff talking about private medical mat¬ 
ters in front of residents and patients left 
lying in their own urine and excrement. 

Some people were too afraid to complain 
about their maltreatment and there was a 
“lack of leadership” from the Department 
for Health and Ministry of Justice. 

An “entire culture change” is needed to 
transform the system, said the MPs and 
peers who compiled the report. 

They also called for an overhaul of cur¬ 
rent legislation which means private and 
voluntary care homes are not bound by the 
Human Rights Act. 

Cllr Kevin Lynes, the county council’s cab¬ 
inet member for Kent adult social services, 
blamed the cases of abuse and neglect of 
care home resi¬ 
dents partly on 
the CSCI, 
which he said 
did not carry 
out enough 
inspections. 

He said: “I 
often speak to 
people who will 
say in care 
homes their last 
inspection was a 
year or two 
years ago and 
that CSCI were 


going to come along, but they’ve put it off” 

There are 9,900 places at Kent’s care homes. 

Cllr Lynes said the Government should 
provide extra cash to allow CSCI to carry 
out more inspections. 

“CSCI as a body could be doing more,” he 
added. 

Oliver Mills, managing director of Kent 
adult social services, is responsible for stan¬ 
dards at all the county’s care homes. 

Vulnerable 

A spokesman for CSCI said that inspec¬ 
tions were carried out according to how 
good or bad care homes were previously 
assessed to be. The worst care homes were 
inspected more frequently than the best, he 
said. 

“The aim is to target our resources where 
they are most needed.” 

The spokesman also pointed out that only 
eight per cent of care homes in the South East 
did not meet privacy and dignity standards. 

CSCI said it would welcome an extension 
of human rights legislation to people in pri¬ 
vate and voluntary care homes. 

Gary FitzGerald, of the national charity 
Action on Elder Abuse, said the report 
showed too little is being done to protect old 
people in care homes and hospitals. 

He added: “There remain too many 
providers who are cutting corners at the 
expense of vulnerable older people.” 

In a statement given to KoS, health min¬ 
ister Ivan Lewis said the Government 
regarded abuse of vulnerable and elderly 
people as unacceptable and was deter¬ 
mined to root it out. 

“Everyone who lives in a care home or is 
being treated in hospital has a right to feel 
safe and expect their dignity to be respected.” 


THE Government has failed to adequate¬ 
ly respond to a mental health pandemic 
meaning elderly people are not being support¬ 
ed properly, according to Age Concern. 

More than 3.5 million old people across the 
UK who have mental health problems are not 
receiving the services they need, it said. 

The report said mental health problems affect 
many more people in later life than previously 
believed. It revealed up to 2.6 million older peo¬ 
ple - one in four people over 65 and two in five 
people over 85 - are suffering from depression. 

Meanwhile, total debt for Britain’s over-65s 
has hit £57 billion, a study from investment 
company Scottish Widows found.

MATT Damon has worked with 
some of the biggest directors around. 

In The Departed he joined forces with Martin 
Scorsese, who won an Oscar for its direction. 

He starred in Steven Spielberg’s war epic 
Saving Private Ryan and Steven Soderbergh’s 
Ocean’s trilogy. 

But he reserves some of his highest praise 
for British director Paul Greengrass, who grew 
up in Kent. The Bourne Ultimatum, directed 
by Greengrass and starring Damon in the title 
role, opened nationwide at cinemas on Friday. 

At a press conference at Claridges in 
London, Damon paid tribute to Greengrass. 


Kent on Sunday asked Damon what made 
Greengrass different to other directors he has 
worked with and why he enjoyed it so much. 

“Paul’s style about not interfering in what’s 
happening - it comes out of his documentary 
film-making,” he said. 

Of Greengrass’s decision to direct The 
Bourne Ultimatum, Damon said: “That was my 
cue to sign up because he didn’t need to direct 
the third Bourne film. He’s about as white hot 
as you can get in Hollywood standards.” 

Realistic footage 

So it’s not surprising to hear they are plan¬ 
ning to work together on the Iraq war drama, 
Imperial Life in the Emerald City, based on the 
book of the same name. Damon is also happy to 
admit he would jump at the chance to be reunit¬ 
ed with Greengrass for another Bourne film.

Greengrass, 52, who grew up in 
Gravesend and won a scholarship 
to Sevenoaks School, was nominat¬ 
ed for the Best Director Oscar last 
year for the United 93, about one of 
the aircraft hijacked on September 
11 , 2001 . 

Before then, he was responsible 
for a string of acclaimed, docu¬ 
mentary-style films including The 
Murder of Stephen Lawrence 
(1999) and Bloody Sunday (2002). 

Damon gave an anecdote about 
how during shooting in Russia for 
the new film, Greengrass ensured 
the actor was allowed to play a 
scene the way he wanted to. 

He explained how the scene was 
one in which Bourne is shot and 
he wanted to do it one way, but 
someone else on set advised that 
he did it differently. When 
Greengrass heard the discussion 
he rushed over and insisted 
Damon play it the way he wanted. 

Damon also praised how 
Greengrass mainly uses hand¬ 
held, rather than fixed cameras. 
He said the cameras reacted to 
the action, instead of actors hav¬ 
ing to constantly be aware of the 
cameras’ movement, making the 
footage more realistic. 

Joan Allen, who plays conscien¬ 


tious CIA team leader Pamela 
Landy in Bourne, said: “Paul cer¬ 
tainly gave us the opportunity to 
make these characters more 
interesting than you would nor¬ 
mally find in an action film.” 

Greengrass, who also directed 
the last Bourne, said he wanted 
the films to be believable. 

Vitality 

“The character is not a fantasy 
character. He’s a real man in a 
strong contemporary landscape, 
he’s a character with depth and 
the world is urgent. The storylines 
feel like they’re ripped out of 
tomorrow’s newspapers.” 

One of the scenes in The Bourne 
Ultimatum was shot at Waterloo 
Station in the middle of normal 
crowds of people. 

Greengrass said: “A Bourne film 
is chaos like you’ve never seen. 
Setting action sequences in places 
like Waterloo, Tangiers and to a 
lesser extent New York, you can’t 
behave like a big movie there. 

‘You’re forced to make it up as 
you go along and live off the land. 
It gave us a kind of vitality.” 

And Damon agreed. He said: “It 
helps the urgency and paranoia of 
the performances because we’re out 


there in the middle of eveiything.” 

Seated together at the press 
conference on Wednesday, it was 
obvious from their body language 
that Damon and Greengrass get 
on well, the former even finishing 
the latter’s sentences. 

In many ways it is an unusual 
match. Damon came to the fore 
with Good Will Hunting, for which 
he and Ben Affleck wrote the 
screenplay. The feel-good hit was 
followed by roles in Saving 
Private Ryan, The Rainmaker 
and The Talented Mr Ripley. 

Their intellect is something they 
have in common. Damon dropped 
out of Harvard to pursue an acting 



career and Greengrass was edu¬ 
cated at Cambridge University. 

Greengrass’ first work as a direc¬ 
tor was on the current affairs pro¬ 
gramme World in Action in the 
1980s. He also co-authored the 
controversial bestseller Spycatcher 
(1987) with the former assistant 
director of MI5, Peter Wright. 

Blown away 

Damon admitted he had never 
heard of Greengrass when he 
learnt he was due to film The 
Bourne Supremacy. 

But he said: “After watching 
Bloody Sunday I was blown away. I 
had to work with Paul Greengrass.”

Each year, over a third of fatal and 
serious crashes in Kent, involve 
drivers aged between 17 and 24 - 
that’s 250 a year. The way many 
young people chose to drive makes 
them vulnerable. 

Kent Highways Services’ latest 
campaign is set to raise awareness 
amongst new drivers about the risk 
of losing their licence in the first two 
years of driving. ‘Cut your speed, not 
your licence’ will educate new drivers 
on the various ways that penalty 
points can be received, to help them 
avoid losing their licence and to 
become more responsible drivers. 
New drivers are on probation for the 
first two years after passing their test. 
If they receive six points within that 
period they will lose their licence, 
have to reapply for a provisional 
licence and retake both their theory 
and practical test. 


Six points isn’t a lot, for example, 
it’s only two speeding offences. 

The campaign includes posters 
at buses stops and on billboards, 
carrying the message ‘Cut your speed, 
not your licence’, as speeding is 
probably the most common way to 
receive penalty points. Mock driving 
licences are also being handed out to 
young drivers, in various town centres, 
which, when opened up, reveal the 
many ways a new driver can receive 
six points in the first two years. 

Over 20,000 new drivers in the UK 
lost their licence between May 2006 
and April 2007 as a result of 
accumulating six or more points 
in their first two years of driving.

With all the rain we’ve had, we’re sure you’ve noticed 
how your grass and plants are growing very quickly this 
summer, and now that the sun is finally out, their growth 
is even more rapid! 

This growth is affecting the plants and hedges on the roads 
too. It may surprise you to know that although Kent Highway 
Services is responsible for cutting the grass on verges, nearly 
all of the hedges and fencing that are next to the roads are not 
owned or maintained by us. 

If your land or property is next to the road and there is 
a hedge, tree or other plants that are overhanging the 
road or pavement, it is your responsibility to keep 
the vegetation cut back. It is essential that this is 
done, as it can dramatically affect road safety 
for all users, including pedestrians, horse riders 
and cyclists. 

We are particularly worried if you have 
vegetation that obscures a road sign, 
visibility at a junction or bend, or causes 
pedestrians to have to walk in the road. 
Kent Highway Services has the power to 
enforce land owners to cut vegetation if 
safety is compromised. However, it is far 
better all round if this work is done willingly, 
to ensure everyone is safe. 

If you are undertaking work next to the road, 
please make sure you keep yourself and 
others safe.

DARREN Darby has one of the 
most dangerous jobs in Kent. 

In the last seven-and-a-half years, two of his 
colleagues have died at work. 

The father-of-two from Dover is a roadwork- 
er, responsible for marking out roadworks and 
clearing up after accidents in all weathers on 
one of Europe’s busiest routes, the M20. 

He has been pulled out of the path of cars by 
workmates after drivers failed to see him - 
and has done the same for them. 

The 34-year-old has to put up with abuse from 
motorists and even had objects thrown at him. 
He has seen cars driving through roadworks at 
more than twice the 50mph speed limit. 

Unsurprisingly, his fiancee, Nadine, is not 
too keen on what he does for a living. 

“She does worry,” he said. “I think she’d 
rather I did not do it sometimes.” 

Mr Darby called on drivers to take greater 
care when approaching roadworks and to obey 
speed limits. 

if What we want people to be aware of is that 
there are real people working behind the 
cones,” he said. “We’ve got families. I’ve got my 
nine-year-old and one-year-old and fiancee. 

‘We’re normal people and we could do with¬ 
out the safety issues.” 

Nationally, 10 road workers have been killed 
and dozens injured on motorways and major 
roads in the last four years - all because of 
motorists’ carelessness.

and most dangerous for road- 
workers - in the country. 

Mr Darby said one of the 
worst parts of his job is putting 
out the first traffic cones for 
motorway roadworks. 

“That’s easily the most scary 
bit,” he said. “There are people 
coming at you at 70mph who 
haven’t paid any attention to 
the signs telling them to slow 
down. 

“The cones won’t stop them 
hitting you.” 

Two of Mr Darby’s work¬ 
mates have been killed in 
recent years after being struck 
by drivers not paying attention 
to the road. 

One was working on a road 
in Surrey a few days before 
Christmas in 2005. 

Eye-opener 

“It brought back the fact that 
it could happen to any of us. 
Some of the guys didn’t want to 
go back onto the network any¬ 
more after that.” 

The second worker was on the 
M20 putting out cones when 
someone crashed into him. 

“It’s a bit of an eye-opener,” 
said Mr Darby. “It makes you 
wonder, ‘do I really want to be 
in this job?’ It does make you 
contemplate your future and 
career.” 

No motorists like roadworks 
but some are able to deal with 
the hold-ups better than oth¬ 
ers, said Mr Darby. 

“If there’s congestion at road¬ 
works tempers are going to 
flare. We’re the focus for their 
frustration.” 

As well as hurling abuse at 
him and other road workers, 
Mr Darby said drivers have 
thrown everything from apples 
and drink cans to batteries and 
parts of mobile phones. 

Truckers even play a game to

see how close they can drive to 
traffic cones, frequently knock¬ 
ing them over and coming pre¬ 
cariously near to the workers, 
he said. 

And an added danger was 
from lorry drivers who had 
exceeded the amount of time 
they should be on the road. 

“We’re not saying all the driv¬ 
ers run beyond their driver 
hours, but some of them do.” 

Felicity Drewett, a Kent 
manager for the Highways 
Agency, said that motorists 
should appreciate that road¬ 
works were vital to stop the 
network falling into “danger¬ 
ous disrepair”. 

She added: “People need to 
appreciate the speed limits are 
there for a purpose and they’re 
not there to inconvenience 
them.” 

On average, there are 
between 3,000 and 4,000 road- 
workers on motorways and 
major A roads at any one time 
around Britain. 

Roadworker Safety Week 
began on Monday as part of 
National Motorway Month.

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Airport’s place in 
aviation history 


AVIATION began at Rochester 
Airport nearly three quarters of a 
century ago. 

In that time, the site has produced several 
numerous civil and military aircraft of note. 

The airport secured its place in aviation 
history with the creation of such acclaimed 
craft as the Shorts S29 Stirling Bomber - the 
first four-engine bomber to serve in the RAF 
- as well as the Empire and Sunderland fly¬ 
ing boats. 

Aircraft production began in Rochester in 
1913 when a seaplane works was established. 
The success of aircraft production soon meant 
that an airfield was urgently required. 

Between 1933 and 1934, following Rochester 
City Coundl’s acquisition of 120 acres of farm¬ 
land for a municipal airport, a lease was rec¬ 
ommended and consent to build an aerodrome 
was granted by the council and Air Ministry. 

On June 9,1934, the first air service out of 
Rochester began, offering an hourly ferry 
service to Southend Aerodrome. The fares 
were eight shillings (about 40p) for a single 
ticket and 12 shillings (60p) for a return trip. 
The journey time was just 12 minutes. 

The first and, for a short time, only private 
pilot to use Rochester Airport was Gladys 
Batchelor, whose prominent local industrial¬ 
ist father had built her a hangar on site. 
From a family of wealthy aviation enthusi-

asts, Gladys was the youngest female pilot 
licence holder in the country. 

Amy Johnson, the first woman to fly solo 
from England to Australia, also had links to 
the airport, having flown alongside Miss 
Batchelor. Johnson was crowned Empire Air 
Queen in Rochester City Corporation’s inau¬ 
gural Empire Air Week and Carnival in the 
autumn of 1936. 

In 1938, in the months leading up to the 
outbreak of World War Two, the Air Ministry 
established the No 23 Elementary and 
Reserve Flying Training School at Rochester 
Airport to train RAF volunteer reservists. 

Prototype 

An administration block and hangar were 
built and just three months later the school 
expanded to accommodate the training of 
Fleet Air Arm personnel. 

However, on the day before war broke out a 
year later, the training school transferred to 
Belfast. 

A display flight by a half-scale prototype of 
the soon-to-be-famous Stirling Bomber in 
1939 led to an order for 100 of the aeroplanes 
and production at Rochester gathered pace. 


Inevitably, the airfield and its buildings were 
prone to air attack after the fall of France and 
due to its position, Rochester would have been 
the first aircraft factory to fall into enemy 
hands in the event of a Nazi invasion. 

The airport was heavily bombed in August 
1940, despite the best efforts of the 33rd 
Battalion Kent Home Guard and the 
Spitfires of 54 Squadron, devastating the fac¬ 
tory and runways. As a result, production of 
the Stirling was delayed by at least a year 
and to the detriment of Rochester, the work 
was ultimately moved to other parts of the 
country. 

Civil activities and those of the renamed 
Reserve Training School resumed quickly 
after the war, but aircraft production 
slumped. 

A prototype Nimbus was produced by the 
Shorts Gliding Club in an effort to ensure 
production remained at Rochester. 

The 1950s and 1960s saw the expansion of 
services to and from the Continent until 
stringent new regulations meant that opera¬ 
tors were forced to find alternative premises. 

In 1979, Rochester Airport’s lease reverted 
back to the council and soon after, GEC, com¬ 
prising Marconi and Elliott Automation, took 
over its management. In 2002, BAE, which 
had acquired GEC, gave up the airport and 
its facilities. 

Today the airport is managed by Rochester

Airport PLC, and is home to AV8 charter heli¬ 
copters and a number of pilot training schools. 

It is also a refuelling stop for military air¬ 
craft, as well as the county’s air ambulance 
and police helicopters.

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Merger fears 
at grammars

CONCERNS have been raised 
that two historic grammar 
schools could be merged because 
of falling pupil rolls. 

There is speculation that Kent County 
Council is considering combining Chatham 
House Grammar School and Clarendon 
House Grammar School, which are both in 
Ramsgate. 

Chatham House was founded in 1797 as 
a private boys’ boarding school by William 
Humble, under the name Humbles Boys’ 
School, while Clarendon House was estab¬ 
lished in 1905. 

Its most famous pupil was Edward 
Heath who grew up in Broadstairs and 
went on to become a Conservative prime 
minister and lead the UK into the 
European Community 

It follows plans put forward by the coun¬ 
ty council to amalgamate Ellington School 
for Girls in Ramsgate and The Hereson 
School in Broadstairs due to a drop in stu¬ 
dent numbers at secondary schools across 
Thanet. 

Restructuring 

KCC’s School Organisation Advisory 
Board has launched a public consultation 
on the proposals. 

Laura Sandys, the Tories’ parliamentary 
spokeswoman for Thanet South, said it was 
important to ensure single sex and coeduca¬ 
tion schools remained in spite of lower stu¬ 
dent numbers. 

“While restructuring in our schools is 
required due to falling rolls I would hope 
that we can maintain single sex as well as 
co-education as an option for children in 
Thanet,” she said. 

“I have made representation to KCC 
about the need to maintain parental choice 
following many letters from parents who 
were concerned following the speculation 
about the future of Ellington, Hereson, 
Clarendon and Chatham House.” 

She added: “There were also rumours, 
and I say rumours, that Clarendon and 
Chatham House grammar schools might 
merge. 

“Again, while I am not at all against co¬ 
ed schooling I do believe that parents of 
both secondary and grammar schools stu¬ 
dents need the choice of either co-ed or sin¬ 
gle sex.” 

A spokeswoman for KCC said: “This con¬ 
sultation is an opportunity for local people 
to formally voice their opinions. 

“All views will be recorded and consid¬ 
ered.” 

On the rumours about the two grammar 
schools merging, she said: “The position and 
long-term viability of all grammar schools 
is very important to Kent.” 

‘Appalling’ 

The Hereson School moved to its current 
site in Ramsgate Road, Broadstairs in 
2000, but has served the people of Thanet 
for 100 years. 

However, the state of premises and 
accommodation at over-subscribed 
Ellington is described as “appalling” on 
KCC’s website. 

The school has 11 temporary classrooms, 
six of which are recent replacements for 25- 
year-old condemned huts. 

Tony Hamson, headmaster at The 
Hereson School, welcomed the merger 
plans in a recent newsletter to parents. 

He wrote: “Personally, I am extremely 
excited about the Local Education 
Authority’s proposals concerning the long¬ 


term future of the school. 

“These proposals will enhance 
the academic opportunities open 
to pupils, while strengthening the 
caring family ethos that is so 
important to Hereson.” 

If given the go-ahead, a staged 
amalgamation would start in 
September, 2008. 

The opening of the Marlowe 
Academy in Ramsgate in 


September, 2005, is thought to 
have had a major impact on pupil 
rolls in Thanet, because parents 
were suddenly eager to have their 
children enrolled there. 

It replaced the much-maligned 
Ramsgate School.

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Dave the dolphin could 
die from propeller injury 


THE dolphin that lives off the 
coast near Folkestone has been 
injured, possibly by a propeller. 

The dolphin, known as Dave, 
has become a tourist attraction 
over the last year, suffered deep 
cuts to its dorsal fin after being 
struck by the boat. 

Experts fear the mammal, 
now confirmed as a female, 
could die if the wounds become 
infected. 

The injuries themselves are 
not fatal - but a dolphin who 
lived off the north coast of 
England died last year after suf¬ 


fering similar injuries. 

Scientists later established the 
cause of that death as infections 
contracted after wounding. 

Jason Carter, of the British 
Divers Marine Life Rescue, has 
been warning people for months 
not to approach the dolphin to 
avoid it becoming humanised. 

He said: “Unfortunately as 
people are continuing to interact 
with the animal it is going to be 
open to more injuries. 

“Injuries such as this are open 
to become infected by people 
touching them.” 


Tories condemn ‘stain’ 
of forced marriages 


PLANS have been unveiled to 
crack down on forced marriages. 

Kent MP Damian Green, the 
Tories’ shadow immigration 
minister, unveiled proposals for 
spouses to have to register the 
name of their potential husband 
or wife before going abroad. 

The Ashford MP said: “The 
continuing existence of forced 
marriages in modem Britain is 
a stain on our social fabric. 

“It is the extreme and unac¬ 
ceptable end of the clash of val¬ 
ues between a plural democracy 


which values individual human 
rights, and belief systems that 
regard women as second-class 
citizens. 

“Shockingly, forced marriages 
are not isolated events. The 
Government’s Forced Marriage 
Unit does some good work but 
more effective action is needed.” 

The plans include a declara¬ 
tion of intention to marry 
abroad. 

Potential spouses coming to 
the UK would have to take a cit¬ 
izenship test.

THE FIRST time Sarah’s partner 
hit her she was holding their six- 
week-old daughter in her arms. 

Talking to Kent on Sunday, she spoke of the 
violent outbreaks she suffered at the hands of 
her “first love”, Matt, and how she quickly fell 
into a second abusive relationship. 

“He would go out drinking. When he came 
back if I said the wrong thing it would be a bat¬ 
tering and a kicking into the corner,” she said. 

She suffered four or five more attacks before 
the “final straw” came after a New Year’s Eve 
party, she said. 

“I had a busted lip, bruises everywhere and I 
was curled in a corner pleading for him to stop. 

“Eventually he did stop. He was saying sorry 
and trying to mop up all my blood - he said 
‘you have got to call the police’,” she said. 

But the abuser cut the phone line with scis¬ 
sors and the next day Sarah called his father 
who took his violent son away. 

Domestic violence accounts for 17 per cent of 
reported crime in the UK. On average two 
women a week in the country are killed by a 
male partner or former partner. 

Sarah, who now lives in a coastal town in 
Kent, has suffered two types of abuse from two 
men: one left her battered and bruised, the other 
wore her down mentally until she was a shell of 
the confident and strong woman she once was. 

Abusive 

While enjoying a night out in a local pub 
with a friend, Sarah ran into Matt who begged 
her to take him back, she said. 

“I had a strong character, I said I cannot put 
up with this and we walked out. He followed 
me, pulling on my jacket. 

“When we got to my friend’s house I turned 
around and he punched me so hard he broke 
my jaw,” she said. 

At the hospital, staff called the police and 
Matt was arrested. 

He was found guilty of grievous bodily harm 
at crown court and despite pleas from his fam¬ 
ily to drop the case and that she may have to 
give evidence, Sarah did not back down. 

Most women or men who have never suf¬ 
fered at the hands of an abusive partner find it 
hard to understand why someone would not 
leave after the first beating. 

She said: “I loved him. I really did. It was 
always the case of‘I’m sorry and it won’t hap¬ 
pen again’. Then it did happen again but all I

wanted him to do afterwards - 
and I know this sounds stupid - 
was to put his arms around me 
and say he was sorry.” 

Sarah was in her late teens when 
she got involved with Matt and she 
has not been able to severe all ties 
with him because their daughter 
wanted to meet her father. 

“I am not going to justify the 
beatings because that was wrong 
but he has gone on to be quite a 
decent fellow 

“By taking it through the justice 
system it maybe made him a bet¬ 
ter person. I think he was fright¬ 
ened of the justice system and the 
police,” she said. 

Sarah is now happily married 
and is starting training this year 
with Victim Support Kent, special¬ 
ising in working with people who 
have suffered domestic violence. 

The mother-of-two met her sec¬ 
ond abusive partner while recov¬ 
ering from the broken jaw Matt 
had inflicted. 

She was sitting in the pub 
where Damien worked when he 
noticed her jaw was wired up 
from the break. 

“He asked me what had hap¬ 
pened and I explained, I said my 
ex had whacked me. 

“He said that man deserves a 
beating himself: T would never hit 
a woman.’ But he went on to be 
the worst abuser ever.” 

Sarah had a child with him and 
they stayed together for four years. 

She said he made her “toe the 
line” with the threat that “if I hit 
you I won’t just break your jaw, I’ll 
knock your head off”. 

He wore her down, alienating 
her from her family and friends 
and turning her into a “shivering 
wreck” through constant humilia¬ 
tion, verbal abuse and the threat 
of violence, she said. 

“I remember how at one time I 
was sitting on the stairs with a 
bottle of pills in my hands, taking 
one after another. 


“But something inside stopped 
me - that is how low he got me; to 
that stage of feeling useless with 
no self-esteem,” she said. 

In the end Sarah moved to Kent 
to get away from him, but again 
she still has some contact with 
him because of their daughter, 
who is now in her early teens. 

She said her experiences have 
made her stronger and she eventu¬ 
ally turned her own life around but 
if she had support or counselling it 
would have happened quicker. 

“The justice system needs to 
change because a woman is most 
vulnerable when she tells the 
abuser to leave,” she added. 

Convictions 


A court specialising in domestic 
violence is now held at Maidstone 
Crown Court every Wednesday. 

Kent and Medway Domestic 
Violence Strategy Group was cre¬ 
ated to provide a multi-agency 
approach to responding to victims 
of abusive partners. 

Its co-ordinator Alison Gilmour 
said she hoped the specialist 
courts could be extended across 
Kent because it was proven to 
increase conviction rates and 
decrease victim retractions. 

Victim Support Kent is launch¬ 
ing a new service for sufferers of 
domestic violence in the Ashford 
area and has called for volunteers 
to come forward to help the victims.

871 for more information.

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Having our EU say 

SIX out of 10 MEPs in the South East are in 
favour of a referendum on the EU reform 
treaty - and they are not alone. 

In June, an ICM poll showed 80 per cent 
of the public wanted a vote on the treaty A 
Populus survey found 83 per cent supported 
the idea. 

The British Government has previously 
pledged that it would back a referendum on 
a European constitution, but the treaty, 
they argue, is different. 

It may be different in name, but in 
substance it is strikingly similar. 

For example, the EU reform treaty 
replaced the notion of a foreign minister, as 
put forward in the constitution, with a 
'higher representative’, but it could be argued 
that they are one and the same thing. 

It is not really good enough for the UK 
Government to say that because they have 
been democratically elected they can be 
trusted to decide upon the merits of the treaty. 

The public have been promised a chance 
to give their opinions on the future of 
Europe and a referendum on the treaty 
would provide the perfect opportunity. 

Feeling the effects 

THE news that £200 million has been 
wiped off a pension fund for tens of 
thousands of public workers in Kent - in 
just over a week - is clearly worrying. 

But it needs to be remembered that the 
scheme is still worth billions of pounds - 
and pensions already being paid out are not 
at risk. 

It can only be hoped that the financial 
crisis that began in America does not 
further damage the UK’s markets and lead 
to wider repercussions for the domestic 
economy here.

County’s divided wealth 

DAMIAN COLLINS looks at 

our communities and 

how to help them grow 



IT wasn’t just the beauty of its 
countryside that led to Kent being 
called the 'Garden of England’, 
but the quality of its produce. The 
hard work, initiative and 
creativity of people in Kent have 
made it famous. 

Looking at Kent today, it is the 
wide gulf in levels of prosperity in 
different communities that gives 
you the best insight into the 
health and wealth of our Garden. 

Government information based 
on local communities shows that 
in parts of Margate, Folkestone 
and Sheemess we have some of 
the most deprived areas in 
England, whereas Dunton Green 
and Riverhead near Sevenoaks, is 
one of the top 20 least deprived, 
out of over 32,000 neighbourhoods 
surveyed. 

So the question is, how we can 
target support into the areas that 
really need it most, and what kind 
of support should it be? 

When you walk through an area 
where the local economy is 
struggling, you often notice the 
number of closed down and 
sometimes boarded up 
businesses. It is no surprise that 
the poorest communities in 
England often have the fewest 
number of trading businesses. 
This is important for several 
reasons. Community businesses 
help bring people together, they 
train and employ local people and 
use local services. 

You might think the tax and 
regulation system would help 
these types of business and to 
provide incentives for people to 
set up in deprived areas. In fact it 


is often the reverse. Fifteen new 
business regulations a day have 
been introduced over the last 
decade and the costs of regulation 
are five times higher per 
employee for small businesses 
compared to larger ones.

conference, I proposed a policy 
idea called 'Acorn Areas’ to help 
support community businesses in 
deprived urban areas, and 


isolated rural communities. 'Acorn 
Areas’ would be nominated by 
local councils, and businesses in 
these areas would qualify for tax 
breaks and enjoy a lighter regime 
of regulation. The conference 
voted for this idea to be 
considered as part of the 
Conservative policy review. 

The 'Acorn Areas’ idea has been 
taken forward as part of our new 
report on ‘Social Enterprise 
Zones’, which has been supported 
by Greg Clark, the Shadow 
Charities Minister, and MP for 
Tunbridge Wells. 

The overall purpose of the zones 
will be to make it easier to set up 
and run social enterprises in the 
neighbourhoods where they can 
do the most good. 

Social enterprises provide 
opportunities for local people 
often through business, education 
and training and reinvest their 
profits back into the community. 
They can bring new life into areas 
of deprivation and begin to turn 
them round, but too often they 
lack access to the funds they need 
to start up or to grow. Within 
these new zones, whose location 
would be recommended by local 
councils, cash incentives would be 
provided to bring investors 


together with social 

entrepreneurs in the areas where 
they can make the biggest 
difference and there would also be 
a simpler planning system to 
make applications easier. 

A community bank would be 
established to channel funds for 
projects, allocate benefits from tax 
relief and to advise social 
enterprises in applications for 
grants and other binding. 

These zones could also help 
existing projects. In Kent this 
could include the schemes 
supported by Kent County 
Council through its Supporting 
Independence Programme, 
specific social enterprises like 
Focus to Work in Margate and 
organisations like the Folkestone 
Enterprise Gateway.

Science call 

STUDENTS should be handed a golden 
carrot bursary of £1,000 a year to get them 
back into engineering and science courses, 
according to the CBI. 

Over the past quarter of a century, the 
number of students taking courses in 
physics at A-level has slumped by 57 per 
cent, and chemistry by over a quarter, in 
favour of more glamorous courses. 

The employers’ organisation is now 
demanding the Government takes action to 
reverse the worrying trend. It said if 
companies cannot fill their vacancies with 
UK staff, it would bring them in from 
abroad. 

The CBI has developed a five-point plan 
to encourage students back to the sciences. 

This includes breaking up the current 
general science course for the brightest 
pupils aged 14 and over; more specialised 
careers advice promoting the sciences, and 
bringing in more specialist teachers to 
teach what are known as STEM subjects, 
science, technology, engineering and maths.

A YOUNG man has turned his life 
around with the help of a charity. 

Tony Porch, 21, was previously 
unemployable because of problems with 
drink, drugs and crime. 

But a year with the Shaw Trust charity 
helped him take control of his destiny and 
become one of just 200 inspirational success 
stories spotlighted at the trust’s South East 
Celebration of Achievement event. 

Mr Porch, from Sittingboume, said: “I’ve 
got my first ever job, a girlfriend, a son, a goal 
and ambition. I couldn’t have it any better 
than I’ve got it now.” 

Stewart March, his new boss at Marsh 
Electrical, said: “He’s a great worker.” 

Mr Porch took part in the First Base 
programme, delivered by the trust and 
Canterbury College and funded by the 
Learning and Skills Council. 

Mr Porch added: “I’ve never had a good 
year until now. I started getting into trouble 
with friends when I was a lad and I just went 
downhill fast, until I got a three-year 
probation and then nearly killed myself. 

“I was out of my head, punched a window 
and severed two tendons, an artery and a 
nerve. 

“The probation meant I was put in touch 
with Shaw Trust, and ever since I’ve had no 
problems. I don’t do drugs, or drink or get 
angry. 



everything. I’ve changed dramatically. I love 
my work and I look forward to each day. I 
never ever thought I’d get to this point. 

“I’m open about my past because I’m not 
like that any more. That’s not me.” 

Did he have any advice to other young 
people who were getting in trouble? 

“Don’t do it! Get an apprenticeship while 
you can. I wish I had done it at 16 instead of 
wasting all those years. I’d be a long way 
further on now, but I will get there. I’m 100 
per cent sure of that.” 


“In the old days, I was on disability benefits 
and I didn’t want to work.

HYUNDAI hopes that shadowing 
the rise of the so-called Apple iPod 
generation can bring a rush of new 
customers. 

Starting with the new Ford Focus-class i30 
model arriving on September 1, the Korean 
brand will launch a spate of new models using 
the ‘i’ prefix. 

It might look presumptuous to link your 
products with some of the funkiest electronics 
products ever, especially as previous Hyundais 
have been reliable and well-priced, but rarely 
cutting edge technically or visually 

But the company - a giant in global terms - 
has already shown that it can do radical over¬ 
hauls; its Kia subsidiary has completely 
revamped and modernised its line-up in just 
two years, with no sign of a let up. 

Kias like the Picanto, Ceed hatchback, 
Sedona and Carens people carriers stand 
comparison with some of the best European 
rivals and the same vehicle platforms and 
engines are about to be deployed to transform 
the parent brand’s line-up. 

Before you ask - iPod/MP3 player ‘connec¬ 
tivity’ comes as standard on the i30 and 
shows a fair bit of thought went into the 
installation. 

The USB and Aux MP3 jacks are in the cen¬ 
tre console armrest with a neat ‘pocket’ to 
hold the player securely rather than floating 
around in a glovebox or loose in the car. 

This attention to detail is also indicative of 
the way Hyundai has gone about presenting 
the i30 to a highly competitive and crowded 
sector. 

Like its Kia Ceed half-sister, the i30 majors 
on its ‘designed and built for Europe’ origins 
and will soon be produced at an all-new plant 
in the Czech Republic... conveniently, just 
over the border from the Ceed plant in 
Slovakia. 

For now though, the i30 is built on home turf 
and the material and quality levels are

impressive. There is a lot of the Ceed about the 
roomy interior, but that is no bad thing as the 
Kia impressed market watchers and scared 
rival European manufacturers on arrival. 

Predictably, it also feels much like the Ceed 
on the road; a decent all-rounder in which 
responsive handling is balanced by ride qual¬ 
ity and comfort. It is not the greatest drive, 
but it is certainly not dull. 

As ever with Korean marques, the car also 


comes generously equipped as standard: 
steering wheel mounted audio controls for the 
six-speaker system, alloys, heated door mir¬ 
rors, front fog lights, glovebox cooler, air con, 
luggage net and hook in boot, seatbelt warn¬ 
ing and traction control are included. 

This combines with pricing and the famous 
Hyundai five-year warranty to make it 
extremely competitive against Ford Focus 
class rivals. 


Hyundai expects to sell more 1.4-litre petrol 
i30s to customers attracted by the £10,995 
lead-in price, but the 1.6-litre is a temptation 
too, while the 1.6 diesel is the pick for smooth¬ 
ness and performance with economy - a 
sporting 2.0 diesel option arrives soon.

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SEVERAL theories come to mind 
to explain why Nissan named its 
new family hatchback after a 
nomadic Asian tribe - the Qashqai. 

First, that Nissan itself has been stumbling 
about in the wilderness looking for sustenance 
in this tough market sector - people got bored 
with the Sunny, while the Almera at least kept 
things consistent. 

Second, that the Qashqai is expected to put 
itself about a bit; it replaces two models - the 
Almera and the larger Primera - and fancies 
shots at the compact SUV (sports utility vehi¬ 
cle) and midi-MPV/people carrier sectors too. 

Third, Nissan chose ‘Qashqai’ because all 
sensible name options were taken up and reg¬ 
istered by other car firms years ago; Austin 
Rover paid Ford a fortune for the ‘Montego’ 
name - didn’t do it much good though - and 
how else do you explain Kia choosing ‘Ceed’ for 
their Ford Focus challenger? Cheapskates. 

Fourth? Well, there was this rumour that 
someone had a bad cold at a marketing team 
brainstorming. After several loud ‘Qashqais!’ 
the whole naming panel was screaming: 
“That’s it! You’re a genius!” 

But Nissan refuses to acknowledge any of the

above; the official reason for association with 
nomads is that the Qashqai writes its own 
rules and lives anywhere - town or country. 

With two-wheel drive or 4x4 options and 
looks that mix streetwise hatch with a dash of 
off-roader, it can be family hack, rep’s motor¬ 
way muncher, rural runabout or school bus. 

While it looks bigger, its ‘footprint’ is no more 
than a conventional family hatch, yet it offers 
more boot space. 

And junior engine and trim options are 
priced to compete (from £13,499) with every¬ 


day hatchbacks like the Ford Focus and 
Vauxhall Astra. 

But the Qashqai also appeals to people who 
want a high-riding car with lots of space and 
flexibility without succumbing to midlife crisis 
and a mid-size MPV or people carrier.

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AFTER a tentative start, new 
car buyers have shrugged off eco¬ 
nomic uncertainty, a change of 
PM and rising interest rates to 
suggest a reviving market by the 
end of this year. 

Registrations last month were nearly five 
per cent up on July 2006 and motor indus¬ 
try chiefs at the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders (SMMT) have 
now added 20,000 new cars to their forecast 
for 2007 - modest expansion to a total of 
nearly 2.4 million. 

SMMT chief executive Christopher 
Macgowan said: “Trying to predict the 
spending habits of the motorist is as tricky

as forecasting the British weather.” 

But he added: “In spite of interest rate 
rise concerns and the traditional quiet holi¬ 
day period, new car registrations have 
exceeded expectations. Interestingly, diesel 
cars took a whopping 41.2 per cent share of 
the total registrations, which should help 
government and industry with their C02 
reduction targets.” 

After being knocked off the number one 
slot in June by the Vauxhall Astra - a rare 
event - the Ford Focus was back in pole 


position for July’s registrations race and 
VW's elegant Passat made a rare top-10 
appearance to become the month’s best-sell¬ 
ing diesel and help eject the BMW 3-Series 
from the exclusive top slots. 

But people carrier or MPV demand was 
the real sales story; volumes were up 34.2 
per cent for the month and 16.4 per cent over 
the year-to-date, powered by the success of 
Ford’s facelift C-Max model, its sporty seven- 
seat S-Max and VauxhaH’s Meriva and 
Zafira - the nation’s best-selling MPV by far. 

The good news for the economy though 
was the recovery of business demand across 
the board - fleet registrations rose by 
5.8 per cent in July after two months of 
slight decline. 

Private demand was also up for a fifth 


time this year, despite concerns over con¬ 
sumer spending and the impact of higher 
cost loans - base rates have risen five times 
in 2007, to 5.75 per cent in July. 

The UK top 10 is still dominated by Ford: 
the Focus was best-seller in July and over¬ 
all in 2007 so far with the Fiesta at fourth 
and third respectively, though the upmar¬ 
ket new Mondeo is yet to chart. 

The Astra remains the closest rival to the 
Focus, while the Corsa supermini is nicely 
poised to overtake and outsell the Fiesta by 
year end. 

The other top 10 megastars to note are 
the VW Golf (number five for July and this 
year) and Peugeot 207 (number six respec¬ 
tively), which has regained the ground lost 
by its 206 predecessor.

GREEN issues are driving us all to 
downsize so the smallest market 
segment has become the biggest 
selling. 

But superminis and city runabouts are not 
just in demand for their size - they are cars for 
all eventualities, tackling motorway miles with 
ease as well as coping with stop/go town traffic. 

They can usually carry four adults comfort¬ 
ably now - perhaps even five - and be even 
more economical through refined small diesels 
and hi-tech petrol units. 

Hardly surprising then they attract buyers 
from across the spectrum: young families, 
households needing a second car, first-time car 
buyers or elderly couples counting the pennies. 

And they are spoilt for choice, especially 
since some manufacturers have taken design 
cues from the MPV sector to raise interior 
space and flexibility.

4x4s sales 
unmoved by 
environment 
argument 


FOUR-WHEEL drive cars have 
been criticised for lacking green 
credentials as the world faces up to 
global warming, but they are not 
all ‘gas guzzlers’. 

Diesel power has cut fuel consumption while 
boosting low down power and the market has 
taken to more compact models. 

So, despite the controversy, there seems to 
be no shortage of buyers for the type helped 
by load-carrying flexibility, improved road 
manners, high driving position and ‘country 
set’ image.

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Shop around 
for child funds 


I THOUGHT a review of 
Child Trust Funds (CTFs) 
might be appropriate, as in 
September the children 
who first qualified for CTF 
and were able to open a 
plan are approaching five 
years of age. 

The original voucher is worth £250 
which all children get, and then there 
may or may not have been contribu¬ 
tions since, either regularly, or spe¬ 
cial contributions, such as birthdays 
and Christmas. 

Contributions to CTFs are limited 
to £1,200 per year. 

This means that by September the 
first children could have had up to 
£6,000 contributed to the fund on 
their behalf. 

The CTF is available to the chil¬ 
dren when they are 18, and they will 
be able to choose what to do with the 
money. 

For this reason some parents, real¬ 
istic about the choices an 18 year-old 
will make when confronted with a 
lump sum, have chosen other meth- 
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ods of saving, such as within their 
own ISA, so that they can control the 
eventual spend. 


Most parents will have chosen a 
CTF that has funds invested in the 
stockmarket as well as other assets 
that can fluctuate in value. 

A quick look at the performance of 
CTFs reminds us that we shouldn’t 
just invest our vouchers and forget 
about them. 

Many of the CTFs that invest in 
index tracking funds have per¬ 
formed largely in line with their 
benchmark, which over the last year 
means returns of around nine or ten 
per cent. 

Flexible 

There are, however, some CTF 
funds that have not fared so well, 
and I found one managed fund that 
has done just 3.4 per cent, so the 
money would have performed bet¬ 
ter in cash. 

One of the flexible options built 
into CTF accounts means you can 
transfer your CTF to another 
provider. 

You should shop around and check 
the performance on the one you have 
chosen. 

There are at least 13 years to go 
and the results will vary enormously.

She said: “It’s always nice to win 
back-to-back because it shows con¬ 
sistency and means the first one 
wasn’t a fluke.

“Referees can’t win to be fair but it’s like 
the Wild West sometimes, they draw the 
cards out that quick it’s frightening. 

“They have to go by the rules because they 
have an assessor sitting in the stands mark¬ 
ing them. The only thing I think is missing 
is a little bit of common sense at times and 
understanding the game and the pressure 
the players are under.”

both Cox and Sodje were unlucky and would 
not have been red card offences a few years 
ago. He maintains his side are honest and 
highlighted a moment against Watford on 
Tuesday night to demonstrate. 

“Craig Stone cleared the ball and one of 
their lads came through and caught him, but 
Stoney being honest or naive - you can call 
it either - didn’t go to ground. 

“There was a similar one at the other end 
and the lad went down holding his ankle 
and we’ve had a yellow card and the lad’s 



jumped up again. The last thing I want to 
tell my players to do is dive around and try 
and get others booked. I think there is a lit¬ 
tle bit too much of that in the game nowa¬ 
days. It’s not for the good of the game.” 

Although Gills currently have the worst 
disciplinary record in the country so far this 
season, Jepson says he will not be asking his 
players to change.

To be honest we aren’t thinking much 
further ahead than Italy right now. It 
would be too easy to look ahead at sup¬ 
posed ‘key games’ and be thinking about 
results. But we have given too much of our 
precious time to slip up in such a naive 
way. The plan is to take each game as it 
comes, carefully employing our team tac¬ 
tics so that results take care of themselves. 

After the Italians our final group game is 
against Holland on Tuesday. Then who 
knows? We very much hope that if every¬ 
thing goes to plan we will end up in the 
semi-final on Thursday which gives us two 
chances to win a medal. 

Making the final would be a dream. You 
definitely take a European medal home 
that way, and of course it would mean we 
had definitely qualified for the Olympics!

camp? Having arrived in Manchester on 
Tuesday and gone through our last train¬ 
ing sessions I can safely say the whole 
team is very excited.

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KENT have just four County Championship 
games to preserve their Division One status 
after rain ruined any chance of a win 
against Warwickshire. 

Coach Graham Ford described it as a “disaster” after the 
weather completely wiped out the first two days’ play at 
Edgbaston. 

Speaking after play was abandoned for the second day 
succession, he said: “It’s very frustrating at the moment. 
The guys just want to go out there and get stuck in, but 
instead we are standing around watching the rain.

Kent’s game against Warwickshire echoes 
the reverse fixture in June, when rain at 
Canterbury denied them a certain victory. 

After dominating the match Kent needed 
three more wickets for a big win, only for the 
final 70 overs to be washed out. 

Ford said tension was mounting in the camp, 
especially after the heavy defeat to Surrey a 
week ago left Kent in the bottom two. 

“Obviously we are concerned with our posi¬ 
tion. The game against Surrey was disap¬ 
pointing - they were the side we would have 
liked to have kept a buffer between. 

“The boys are under pressure right now, but 
every time it has happened this season they 
have responded pretty well. Hopefully there 
is another opportunity.”

The all-rounder returns home to Pakistan 
this week to prepare for next month’s 
Twenty20 World Cup. 

Sri Lanka fast bowler Lasith Malinga 
is also set to leave soon as his short-term 
contract expires. 

Ford said: “It is not ideal to be without an 
overseas player but we have got faith and con¬ 
fidence with the guys that are in the squad. 

‘We have quality guys, it’s a good challenge 
for us and if we get through it we will certain¬ 
ly be stronger for next season.” 

Ford is adamant that should the worst hap¬ 
pen and Kent are relegated, it will not take 
the shine off winning the Twenty20 Cup a 
fortnight ago. 

“I don’t think that feeling will ever go away, 
it was very, very special. Every player at the 
start of the season dreams about winning 
some silverware. 

He added: “It would obviously be a massive 
disappointment and hurt if we did go down, 
but no one can take the feeling of winning a 
trophy away from us.”
